"On motion of Mr. Fenstermaker, seconded by Mr. Vallio, the following resolution was ADOPTED: 
WHEREAS: The ARRL's DXCC program is very successful and is recognized as the premier DX award 
available to Radio Amateurs. It has been at least 10 years since the DXCC rules were comprehensively 
reviewed by the DX Advisory Committee (DXAC) and/or another committee and ratified by the ARRL 
Board of Directors. These changes to DXCC have been very successful and resolved many previous 
problems and inconsistencies in the DXCC rules and program; and, 


WHEREAS during this time, changing international conditions and situ- ations now warrant review of 
these rules to insure the DXCC rules acknow- ledge such changes and events. 


NOW BE IT THEREFORE RESOLVED that the ARRL Board of Directors tasks the Program and 
Services Committee to request the DX Advisory Committee (DXAC) study and, if warranted, recommend 
changes to the DXCC Rules for the ARRL Board of Directors to discuss.
